Now for some cause he incurs 
the displeasure of a superintendent or 
foreman and Is laid oil: he loses his 
posit ion: he is sub stant ialiy driv en cut 
ot the town; he sacrifices ev erything 
he has got, and so lar as that factory 
is concerned, has lost his means of 
liv lihood, b ecause he has lost the op -: 
portunity to follow his trade. 
Sup­ 
pose all'of these factories join and are 
under one management. 
If he gets 
employment at his trade he has to get 
it from tha t comb ination. 
If he loses 
his job he is sub stantilly depriv ed of 
his right to earn a liv lihood. 
These conditions hav e forced men to 
get together to protect themselv es. 
! If hejhasn’t got the right and power 
to say, “ 1 won’t work for you under ; 
these conditions,” he is worse than a 
slav e 
in 
the 
cotton 
fields 
of j 
the 
South. 
So 
this 
thing 
is ; 
really an effort on the part of the 
working people to retain the indepen. j 
dence and the manhood of men. 
It is 1 
a protest against power. 
It is the 
same old b attle the world has always 
fought it is the struggle of the com­ 
mon people to retain their rights and 
lib erties. 
Union lab or has got a few weapons 
of its own; it J h not strictly helples-,. 
They hav e 
found that b y uniting 
together they are a power. 
The one 
great weapon is the m atter of educa­ 
tion—educate yourself as to the con­ 
dition of the country: educate your 
fellow workmen so tha t you can per­ 
fect your organization. 
Let the b adge 
of unionism b e recognized as a b adge 
of honor, and the b adge of non-union­ 
ism the b adge of dishonor. 
1 nev er b ear the word “scab ” in my 
life b ut what I say “ three cheers tor 
the man who inv ented tha t ignomin­ 
ious word.” 
I t is a part of unionism 
to organize; get your men in: b e fair; 
b e moderate: b e just; b e so fair and 
moderate and just in all things, hold 
your union and unionism so sacred, 
tha t it will b e wanted b y all the peo­ 
ple: and you will find a healthy pub lic 
sentim ent tha t will respond to the 
principles of union lab or. 
A lter organization there are other 
remedies. 
Agreements

reached, then you can resort to arb i­ 
tration. Outside of agreements and 
arb itration there is one other lemedy 
left, and tha t in ray judgment is the 
b est of all, and tha t is the strike rem­ 
edy. 
I say that a lab or organization 
without the power to strike, without 
the organization tha t makes a strike 
successful, will not accomplish v ery 
much in the end.
